The  City  Attorney,  or  his  or  her  designated  representative,  shall  be 
an  ex  officio  member  and  shall  have  a  voice  but  no  vote  in  committee  proceedings.  Each 
appointive  member  shall  be  a  registered  San  Francisco  voter,  shall  possess  an  understanding  of 
ballot  issues  and  shall  possess  writing  skills  and  training  which  provide  for  a  high  capability  in 
written  communication  to  the  general  public. 

Of  the  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  shall  be  appointed  from  persons  whose 
names  have  been  submitted  by  The  Pacific  Media  Workers  Guild  and  one  shall  be  an 
educational  reading  specialist  recommended  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District.  Two  of  the  three  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  be  appointed  from  persons  whose  names  have  been  submitted  by  the 
National  Academy  of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences,  Northern  California  Chapter,  or  the 
Northern  California  Broadcasters  Association.

In  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  duties,  the  Committee  shall 
have  access  to  any  appropriate  officer,  department,  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  for  consultation  and  assistance.  When  preparing  a  digest,  the  Committee  shall  give 
consideration  to  the  analyses  prepared  by  departments  pursuant  to  Section  350  of  the  Elections 
Code  (requiring  Departments  to  transmit  an  analysis  of  initiative  measures  to  the  Ballot 
Simplification  Committee).

Of  the  first  type  there  are  four  (4) 
members:  One  (1)  member  shall  be  the  Director  of  Public  Health  or  designee;  one  (1) 
member  shall  be  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Human  Services  or  designee;  one 
(1)  member  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  one  (1)  member  shall  be  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families  or  designee.  These 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  serve  as  long  as  they  meet  the  qualifications  of  membership. 

The  remaining  five  (5)  members  shall  be  appointed  from  among  the  following  categories: 
persons  responsible  for  management  of  the  following  county  functions:  children  services, 
public  health  services;  behavioral  health  services,  social  services  and  tobacco  and  other 
substance  abuse  prevention  and  treatment  services;  recipients  of  project  services  included  in 
the  county  strategic  plan;  educators  specializing  in  early  childhood  development; 
representatives  of  a  local  child  care  resource  or  referral  agency,  the  Child  Care  Planning  and 
Advisory  Council  or  another  local  child  care  coordinating  group;  representatives  of  a  local 
organization  for  prevention  or  early  intervention  for  families  at  risk;  representatives  of 
community-based  organizations  that  have  the  goal  of  promoting  and  nurturing  early  childhood 
development;  representatives  of  local  school  districts;  and  representatives  of  local  medical, 
pediatric,  or  obstetric  associations  or  societies.  Their  terms  shall  be  for  four  years,  provided, 
however,  that  the  members  first  appointed  shall,  by  lot,  classify  their  terms  so  that  two 
members  shall  serve  a  three-year  term,  and  three  members  shall  serve  a  four  year-term.  On  the 
expiration  of  these  terms,  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  a  four-year  term.  In  the  event 
a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  term  of  office  of  any  appointed  member,  a  successor  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  office  vacated  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  for  the  initial 
member. 

This  Commission  is  established  to  promote,  support  and  improve  the  early  development  of 
children  from  the  prenatal  state  to  five  years  of  age  and  to  cany  out  the  provisions  of  the 
California  Children  and  Families  First  Act  of  1998.  The  powers  and  duties  are  stated  in 
Section  86.2  of  the  Administrative  Code.  The  San  Francisco  Children  and  Families  First  Trust 
Fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  San  Francisco  Children  and  Families  First  Commission  as 
stated  in  Administrative  Section  10.1 17-122. 

Reports:  The  Commission  shall  establish  a  San  Francisco  County  Strategic  Plan  for  the 
support  and  improvement  of  early  childhood  development  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  as  stated  in  Section  86.5  of  the  Administrative  Code.  On  at  least  an  annual  basis, 
the  Commission  shall  review  its  Strategic  Plan  and  revise  the  Plan  as  may  be  necessary.

At  the  initial  meeting  of  the  advisory  committee,  and  annually  thereafter,  the  committee  shall 
select  a  chairperson,  and  any  other  officers  deemed  necessary  by  the  committee.  Consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  state  and  local  law,  the  committee  shall  establish  rules  for  its  own 
organization.

The  Community  Oversight  Committee 
shall  design  the  supplemental  report  with  the  goal  of  allowing  the  Committee  to  ascertain 
whether  San  Francisco  law  enforcement  officers  followed  the  lowest  law  enforcement  priority 
policy.

Qualifications:  An  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  (CAC)  is  hereby  established  for  the 
purposes  of  providing  input  on  the  prioritization  of  Public  Benefits,  updating  the  Public 
Benefits  Program,  relaying  information  to  community  members  in  each  of  the  four 
neighborhoods  regarding  the  status  of  development  proposals  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
and  providing  input  to  plan  area  monitoring  efforts  as  appropriate.  The  CAC  shall  be 
advisoiy,  as  appropriate,  to  the  Planning  Department,  the  Interagency  Planning  & 
Implementation  Committee  (IPIC),  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Within  six  months  of  adoption  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area  Plan  and  related  Planning 
Code  changes,  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  appointed  all  members  to 
the  CAC. 

The  CAC  shall  consist  of  19  members  representing  the  diversity  of  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods;  key  stakeholders,  including  resident  renters,  resident  homeowners,  low- 
income  residents,  local  merchants,  established  neighborhood  groups  within  the  plan  area;  and 
other  groups  identified  through  refinement  of  the  CAC  process. 

All  members  shall  live,  work,  own  property  or  own  a  business  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Plan  Area  they  are  appointed  to  represent. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  a  total  of  1 1  members  to  the  CAC.  Based  on  the 
Supervisorial  District  boundaries,  the  District  6  and  10  Supervisors  shall  nominate  4  four  CAC 
members,  the  District  9  Supervisor  shall  nominate  two  CAC  members,  and  the  District  8 
Supervisor  shall  nominate  one  CAC  member.  The  appointment  of  each  of  the  Board's  CAC 
nominees  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  total  of  8  members,  with  one  voting  member  representing  each  of 
the  5  neighborhoods,  and  3  voting  at-large  members. 

Members  shall  serve  for  two-year  terms,  but  those  terms  shall  be  staggered  such  that,  of  the 
initial  membership,  some  members  will  be  randomly  selected  to  serve  four  year  terms  and 
some  will  serve  two  year  terms.

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  invite  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  to  submit  a  representative 
for  appointment  by  the  Board  as  a  member  of  the  Task  Force. 

In  addition,  the  Board  may  appoint  as  members  of  the  Task  Force  up  to  eight  representatives 
of  community-based  organizations  that  provide  nutritional  support  and  increase  the  food 
security  of  San  Francisco  residents.

Purposes  of  Task  Force:  The  Food  Security  Task  Force  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  legislative  action  and  city-wide  strategies  that  would  increase  participation  in 
federally  funded  programs  such  as  CalFresh  known  nationally  as  SNAP  and  formally  as  food 
stamps,  Summer  Food  Service,  the  Child  and  Adult  Care  Food  Program,  the  Homeless 
Children  Nutrition  Program,  the  Special  Supplemental  Nutrition  Program  for  Women,  Infants 
and  Children  (WIC),  the  School  Lunch  Program  and  the  National  School  Breakfast  Program. 
The  Task  Force  shall  also  provide  general  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
with  regard  to  funding  priorities,  legislative  action,  and  city  policies  on  addressing  hunger  and 
enhancing  the  food  security  of  San  Francisco  residents  in  addition  to  any  other  issues  within 
the  Task  Force's  expertise. 

To  accomplish  these  goals,  the  Food  Security  Task  Force  shall  prepare  an  annual  assessment 
of  the  state  of  hunger  and  food  insecurity  in  San  Francisco  with  recommendations  for  funding, 
programs,  and  policy.  The  Task  Force  shall  submit  the  hunger  and  food  insecurity  assessment 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  adopt  legislation  to  implement  the 
recommendations.

7.  One  Commissioner  from  the  Commission  on  the  Aging,  recommended  to  the  Board  by  the

9.  One  member  of  the  Mayor's  Disability  Council,  recommended  to  the  Board  by  the  Council.

1 1 .  One  consumer  at-large  who  is  1 8  years  of  age  or  older. 

The  In-Home  Supportive  Services  Public  Authority  shall  provide  assistance  in  finding 
personnel  for  the  In-Home  Supportive  Services  Programs  through  the  establishment  of  a 
central  registry,  and  related  functions,  and  to  perform  any  other  functions,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  operation  of  the  Authority,  or  related  to  the  delivery  of  IHSS  in  San  Francisco. 

Initial  appointment  of  both  the  consumer  and  worker  members  shall  be  made  from  a  list  of 
recommendations  based  on  applications  designed  by,  and  submitted  to,  the  IHSS  Task  Force 
of  Planning  for  Elders  in  the  Central  City.  The  governing  body  of  the  Authority  may  make 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  establishing  procedures  for  consumer  and 
worker  member  appointments.  Every  attempt  shall  be  made  to  assure  that  each  appointee  will 
be  able  to  serve  the  full  term  to  which  he  or  she  has  been  appointed,  in  order  to  ensure 
continuity  in  the  work  of  the  Authority.

mental  health  facility.  Any  positions  not  allocated  to  specific  types  of  members  may  be  filled 
by  persons  with  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  mental  health  system  representing  the  public 
interest.

The  directors  must  possess  significant  knowledge  of,  or  professional  experience  in,  one 
or  more  of  the  fields  of  government,  finance  or  labor  relations.  At  least  two  of  the  directors 
must  possess  significant  knowledge  of  or  professional  experience  in,  the  field  of  public 
transportation.  During  their  terms,  all  directors  shall  be  required  to  ride  the  Municipal 
Railway  on  the  average  once  a  week.  No  person  may  serve  more  than  three  terms  as  a  directoi 

The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  shall  include  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic.  The  goals  of  the  Agency  shall  be:  1)  to  strengthen  the 
MTA's  authority  to  manage  its  employees;  2)  to  establish  efficient  and  economical  work  rules 
and  work  practices  to  meet  the  public's  needs;  3)  to  protect  the  Railway's  right  to  select,  train, 
discipline  and  layoff  employees;  4)  to  ensure  that  transit  vehicles  move  through  City  streets 
safely  and  efficiently;  5)  to  value  and  protect  pedestrians  and  bicyclists;  6)  to  reduce 
congestion  and  air  pollution  through  efficient  use  of  the  streets;  and  7)  to  protect  the  City's 
economic  health  by  giving  priority  to  commercial  deliveries  and  access  to  local  business. 

Directors  shall  serve  four-year  terms,  provided,  however,  that  two  of  the  initial  appointees 
shall  serve  for  terms  ending  March  1,  2004;  two  for  terms  ending  March  1,  2003,  two  for 
terms  ending  March  1,  2002,  and  one  for  a  term  ending  March  1,  2001.  Initial  terms  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Mayor.  No  person  may  serve  more  than  three  terms  as  a  director. 

Reports:  The  agency  shall  adopt  achievement  measurements  and  goals  by  July  1st  of  each 
year  and  shall  regularly  publish  reports  on  its  attainment  of  the  achievement  of  its  goals.  In 
addition,  on  a  biannual  basis  an  independent  quality  review  of  performance  shall  be  conducted 
by  an  outside  consulting  firm  and  submitted  to  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the 
Agency  and  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Council  who  shall  each  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  report.

Planning;  Police;  Recreation  and  Parks;  District  Attorney's  Office;  the  Mayor's  Office  on 
Disability;  and  any  other  City  departments  whose  work  impacts  pedestrians.

Qualifications:  The  Veterans  Affairs  Commission  consists  of  a  total  of  seventeen  members,  twelve  of  whom 


are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  five  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as 
follows:  Of  the  seventeen  members,  at  least  three  must  be  women  veterans  (at  least  2 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board)  and  two  members  who  served  in  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  United  States  and  who  have  a  physical  disability  arising  from  that  service  (the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  each  appoint  at  least  one  member),  in  accordance  with  the 
definitions  applied  in  such  cases  by  the  Veterans'  Administration.  All  members  shall  reside  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  only  waive  this 
requirement  by  ordinance. 

The  term  of  each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be  four  years,  provided,  however,  that  the 
members  first  appointed  shall,  by  lot,  classify  their  terms  so  that  three  members  shall  serve  a 
one-year  term,  four  members  shall  serve  a  two-year  term,  four  members  shall  serve  a  three- 
year  term  and  four  members  shall  serve  a  four-year  term.  On  the  expiration  of  these  and 
successive  terms,  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  a  four-year  term  in  a  manner  similar 
to  that  described  for  the  initial  members.  In  the  event  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  term  of 
office  of  any  member,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of 
the  office  vacated  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  described  for  the  initial  members. 

The  Commission  shall  advise  directly  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  all  matters 
affecting  veterans  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  of  American,  on  the  problems, 
interests  and  needs  of  veterans  who  are  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
on  the  coordination  of  economic  development,  health  care,  and  social  services  programs  as 
they  relate  to  veterans  who  are  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  and  duty  to: 

(a)  Hold  hearings  and  submit  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor 
regarding  the  problems,  interests  and  needs  of  veterans; 

(b)  Make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  concerning  the 
coordination  of  economic  development  health  care  and  social  services  programs  as  they  relate 
to  veterans  who  are  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Reports:  The  Commission  shall  render  annually  a  written  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor.
